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it is not probalde that a sinking fund 
could be maintained to liquidate the 
water bonds when matured, and In my 
opinion it is not adviseable to attem pt 
it.

It is claimed by those in a position to 
know tliat there is a great waste of 
water by consumers and if the inet»u‘ 
system should be established it would 
return sutiicient water tlirough the 
legitimate chanels to answer the de­ 
mands for several 
years.

source of gain would be by erecting 
another stand pipe which would allow 
the pumi)s to be operated at a low rate 
of speed during the greatc r part of the

These are points worthy of 
the attention of this council and the 
board of public works and this plan 
adopted if nothing more advisable pre­ 
sented itself.

In my opinion eleven more arc lights 
should be placed In the city.

Municipal Ownership. 


The municipal ownership of electric 
lighting appears lo reduce the cost 
materially.

OJO, they have 51 lights and the esti­ 
mated cost is $H0 each per year.

these figures under consideration

think it would be advisable to con­ 
tract for a lime with the present light­ 
ing company at such litrures as could

The gov­ 
ernor general, like the king of Italy and 
the queens uf Spain and England, does 
not i,’overn.

"It has been Impossible to have the 
Spanish and true Cuban sides of the 
(:ue&tlon made known. The newspapers 
have, with very few’ exceptions, refused 
to publi.^h p.nything on our side of the 
question, or have done so in such a way 
that it has not attracted the public no­ 
tice. People have made up their minds 
already on Iht Cuban question, and 
anything that is contrary to their bcllaf 
is supposed to be a Spanish He. etc., 
etc. 
It Is also next to impossible to 
make most Americans understand that 
if the insurrection of Cuba exists, the 
United Stnte.*: have a great deal to do 
with it, and this present situation here 
—certainly not created 
by Spain—In­ 
stead of helping to end the sad state of 
affairs la Cuba only favors a rebellion 
that has no means of assuming success, 
and ha>? detained the very strongmove- 
nient for autonomy amongst the insur­ 
gents that nre not adventurers or sol­ 
diers of fortune. 


“There Is a talk of w'ar all the time, 
and while the probability of a conflict 
hangs on, that very strong movement 
of course is held back ^waiting events. 
I rogret to say it seems to me too late 
to change now American public opin­ 
ion, misled to such an extent In the 
Cuban question that it has actually a r­ 
rived to the verge of Insanity."

Washington, April 12.—The Republic­ 
an members of the house foreign affairs 
committee hold a session all the after­ 
noon yesterday to map out a di'finite 
Cuban policy, but were totally unabl« 
to reach an agreement. It la understood 
that some of the members whose views 
heretofore have been pronounced in fa­ 
vor of Independence and intervention 
announced an almost c-ompleto change 
of position. These It is understood in­ 
clude

Pennsylvania 
and 
Qulgg of New York. The meeting was 
very stormy and some exciting discus­ 
sions occurred. 
The most pronounced 
rentlment in the committee in favor of 
Immediate intervention and the recog­ 
nition of Independence from Rpan'sh 
rule was voiced by Pearson of North 
Carolina, William Alden Smith of Mich­ 
igan, Heatwole of Minnesota, and Gil­ 
lette of Massachusetts.

resolutions 
drafted and offered for the action of the 
committee, as different in characterand 
wording 
as 
there 
were 
members 
present, 
but 
there 
was 
no 
ac­ 
tion beyond their I’ormulation, submis­ 
sion and discussion. The nearest to suc­ 
cess at agreement was made in the con­ 
sideration of a resolution l»y Henry of 
Indiana for Immediate Intervention and 
the establishment of 
stable govern­ 
ment by the choice of the people of 
Cuba, and another by Smith of Michi­ 
gan for Immediate Intervention, the ex­ 
pulsion of Spain from the Island and 
the formation of a government by the 
people* of Cuba. 


The steering committee of nine elect­ 
ed by the conference of the Republican 
Cuban sympathizers In the house met 
and appointed a special committee to 
secure a statement of the position of 
the two foreign committees in congress. 
The committee’s 
Instructions were to 
ascertain what the committees of both 
houses proposed to do and then report 
for the considération of the conference. 
There are about sixty Republican rep­ 
resentatives who have participated In 
these conferences and one of their lead­ 
ers stated at that they favored Immedi­ 
ate armed Intervention and a declara­ 
tion that*tho Cuban people should and 
of right ought to be Independent of 
Spanish rule. 


The senate foreign relations commit­ 
tee sat for about three hours, and after 
the formal meeting had concluded the 
Republican members held a conference 
at which they considered the possibility 
of securing uanimous action on their 
part.

General Woodford, an d looking to an 
Immediate and effective amelioration of 
the condition of the Island, although 
not accepted to the extent of admitted 
mediation In any shape, were m e t by 
assurances th a t home rule, in an a d ­

Cuban parliam ent does not meet until 
the 4th day of May next, the Spanish

These are the w'ords of the resolute 
and patriotic Jackson. They are evl- 
iieace that the United States in ad d i­ 
tion to the test imposed by public law 
as the condition of the recognition of 
independence by a neutral state (to 
wit, thu,t the revolted states shall “c o n ­ 
stitute in fact a body politic, having a 
government in substance as w'ell as In 
name, posses.sed of the elements of s t a ­ 
bility,” and forming de facto, “if left 
to itself, a state am o ng the nations, 
reasonably capable of discharging the 
duties of a s t a te ” ), has Imposed for its 
own governm ent in dealing with case3 
like these the fu rth e r condition that 
recognition of independent statehood is 
not due to a revolted dependency until 
the danger of its being again su b ju ­ 
gated by the p a re n t state has entirely 
passed away. 
This extreme test was, 
in fact, applied in the case of Texas. 
The congress to whom President J a c k ­ 
son referred the question as “one pro b ­ 
ably leading to w a r ” an d therefore a 
proi)er subject for “a previous u n d er­ 
standing with that liody by whom w'ar 
:-an alone be declared, and by w hom all 
the provisions for sustaining its perils 
must be furnished,” left the m a tte r of 
the recognition of Texas to the discre­ 
tion of the executive, providing merely 
for the sending of a diplomatic agent 
when the preHident should be satisfied 
that the rei>ui)lic of Texas had become 
“an indei endent s ta te .” 
It was so re c ­ 
ognized by I'resident \ ’'an liuren, who 
commissiimed a charge d'affairesMarcli 
7, 1837, after Mexico Imd abandoned a n 
attem pt to reconquer tlie Texan t e r ­ 
ritory and when there was at the time 
no bono tide contest going on between 
the insurgent province and its former 
sovereign.

There rem ain the alternative forms 
of intervention to end the war, either 
as an impartial neutral by imposing a 
rati(»nal compromise between the con­ 
testants, or as the active ally of the 
one party or the other. 


As to the first. It is not to be forgot­ 
ten that during the last few months, 
the relation of the United States has 
virtually been one of friendly in te rv e n ­ 
tion in many ways, each not of itself 
conclusive, liut all tending to the e x ­ 
ertion of a potential influence tow'ard 
an ultimate pacific result ju s t and h o n ­ 
orable to all Interests concerned. The 
spirit of all our acts hitherto has been 
an ear.nest, unseillsh desire for peace 
and prosperity in Cuba, untarn ish ed by 
differences between us aiid Spain and 
unstained by the blood of American cit­ 
izens. 


The forcible intervention of the U nit­ 
ed States as a neutral to stop the w'ar, 
according to the large dictates of h u ­ 
m an ity and following m any historical 
precedents where neighboring 
states 
have interfered to check the hopeie.sa 
sacrifice of 
life by internecene 
con­ 
flicts iieyond their borders, Is justifia­ 
ble on rational grounds. 
It Involves, 
however, hostile constraint upon both 
the parties to the contest as well as 
to force a truce as to guide the eventual 
settlement. 


The grounds for such 
Intervention 
m ay be briefly sum marized as follows:

December last, speaking on this ques­
